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1 . Applicant's arguments filed in the After-Final response of 5/3/2006 have been considered but not persuasive for the reasons given 
below: 

1. Applicant argues a specific definition of the term "patch data". 

In response, the Examiner respectfully submits that Applicant's reliance on a passage that merely states that "patch data 
includes..." is not a definition, perse, and does not have "reasonable clarity, deliberateness, and precision" as required in MPEP 2111-01. 
Furthermore, col. 1 1 , lines 47-51 of Schnellinger teach that images are stored either temporarily or on long term. As such, the Examiner 
respectfully submits that the storing of adjustments to image data is a form of "patch data". 

2. Applicant argues that features of clainm 6 are not disclosed. In response, Examiner directs Applicant to above discussion of " patch 
data" in Schnelinger. It is the collective teachings of Schnellinger and de La Huerga that disclose the disputed limitation. 

3. Applicant argues that there is no teachings of storing error detecting/ correction information. 

In response, Examiner respectfully submits that one of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized that in order for the MIG in 
Schnellinger to provide security/error checking capability, at least a database or storage of reference errors would be required, How else 
would MIG recognize an error? 

4. Applicant' remaining arguments merely rehash the above arguments or those addressed in the Final Rejection mailed 3/3/2006, and 
are also unpersuasive.
